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1119. 01 DEFI NI TI ON OF TERMS.

As used in this ordi nance, unless the context otherw se
i ndi cat es:

(a) The term"cigarette vendi ng machi ne" shall nean any
aut omati c vendi ng machi ne accessible to the public used for the
sale of cigarettes and controlled by the insertion of coins or
currency. It shall not include machines or devices used solely
for the vending of service, food or confections.

(b) The ternms "person, firm corporation or association" as
used herein shall include the follow ng: any person, firm
corporation or association which owns a cigarette vendi ng
machi ne; the person, firm corporation or association in whose
pl ace of business any such machine is placed for use by the
public; and the person, firm corporation or association having
control over such machi ne.

1119. 02 LI CENSE REQUI RED

Any person, firm corporation or association displaying for
public patronage or keeping for operation any cigarette vendi ng
machi ne shall be required to obtain a license fromthe City of
Bet hl ehem upon paynent of a license fee. Application for such
Iicense shall be nmade to the Bureau of Health upon a formto be
supplied by the Bureau for that purpose. Only one cigarette
vendi ng machi ne shall be operated under one |license. The
applicant or licensee shall be required to secure a |license for
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vendi ng machi ne shall be operated under one |license. The
applicant or licensee shall be required to secure a |license for
each and every cigarette vendi ng nmachi ne di spl ayed or operated.

1119. 03 LI CENSI NG PROCEDURES.

The application for such Iicense shall contain the follow ng
i nformati on:

(a) Nane and address of the applicant, age, date and pl ace
of birth.

(b) Place where the cigarette vending machi ne or device is
to be displayed or operated and the business conducted at that
pl ace.

(c) Description of the cigarette vending machi ne to be
covered by the license including nmechanical features, nanme of
manuf acturer, and serial nunber.

No |license shall be issued to any applicant unless the
applicant is at |east eighteen (18) years of age.

1119. 04 LI CENSE FEES.

Every applicant, before being granted a |license, shall pay
an annual license fee of $25.00 for the privilege of operating or
mai ntai ning for operation each cigarette vending machine. The
fee wll be pro rated for periods of |ess than one year.

Each |icense shall expire Decenber 31 of each year
1119. 05 DI SPLAY OF LI CENSE

(a) The license or licenses herein provided for shall be
post ed permanently and conspi cuously at the location of the
cigarette vending machine in the prem ses wherein the device is
to be operated or naintained.

(b) Such license may be transferred fromone cigarette
vendi ng machine to another simlar cigarette vendi ng machine only
upon application to the Bureau of Health by giving a description
and serial nunber of the new cigarette vending nmachine to the
Bur eau.

(c) |If the licensee shall nove his place of business to
anot her location within the Gty of Bethlehem the |Iicense may be
transferred to such new | ocati on upon application to the Bureau
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of Health, giving the street and nunber of the new | ocation. The
new | ocation shall be approved by the Bureau of Health in the
sanme manner as provided in Sections 1119.02 and 1119.03 of this
or di nance.

(d) A license shall not be transferrable from person to
person, and shall be usable only at the place and by the person
designated in the license.

1119. 06 PROHI BI TI ON AND RESTRI CTI ONS.

(a) No person, firm corporation or association holding a
I icense under this ordinance shall permt persons under eighteen
(18) years of age to operate any cigarette vendi ng nachi ne.

(b) G garette vending machines shall be permtted to be
pl aced only at:

1. Locati ons such as bars, clubs or other
establishments which normally prohibit the entry
of mnors or of mnors not acconpani ed by an
adult. Restaurants which have separate bar areas
may only place cigarette vending machines in the
bar area.

2. Busi ness prem ses where the unescorted entry of
the public is prohibited.

(c) \Were permtted under Subsection 1119.06(b), cigarette
vendi ng machi nes shall only be placed in | ocations wherein the
| i censee or designee of |icensee can, in the normal course of
their enploynment, view at all tines any person using said
cigarette vending machine. Cigarette vending machi nes shall not
be placed in patron restroom areas, foyers or vestibules, pantry
or waiting roons, or any other inconspicuous areas. Business
| ocations noted in Section (b) 2 are exenpted fromthis
restriction.

1119. 07 REVOCATI ON CF LI CENSE

Every license issued under this ordinance is subject to the
right of the Bureau of Health, which is hereby expressly
reserved, to revoke the sanme should the |icensee, directly or
indirectly, permt the operation of any cigarette vendi ng machi ne
contrary to the provisions of this ordinance, the ordi nances of
the Gty of Bethlehem or the |aw of the State of Pennsyl vani a.
Said license nmay be revoked by the Bureau of Health after witten
notice to the licensee, which notice shall specify the ordi nance
or law violation with which the licensee is charged. C garette
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vendi ng machines in unpermtted | ocations and cigarette vendi ng
machi nes which are unlicensed or whose |icense has been revoked
may be renoved by the Bureau and held until clainmed by the
cigarette vendi ng machi ne's owner.

1119. 99 PENALTY.

Any person who violates any provision of this Article shal
be subject to the follow ng penalties:

(a) First Violation - A fine of $200.00, or thirty days
i npri sonnment, or both;

(b) Second violation - A fine of $500.00, or sixty days
i npri sonnment, or both;

(c) Third and each subsequent violation - A fine of
$1, 000. 00, or ninety days inprisonnent, or both.
